Local Couple Grows Prize Winning Roses 


Postmaster and Mrs. Robert 
Cooper are pictured standing in 
the middle of their prize-win- 
ning rose garden; 

The Coopers became inter- 
ested in roses several years 
ago and have steadily increased 
the number of rose bushes and 
the quality of all their roses to 
the point where they now have 
over 150 first quality bushes 
and recently won three prizes 
in the Greater Montgomery 
Rose Society Show 

The October 13 and 14 show 
in Montgomery was the first 
time the couple had ever tried 
their luck at a rose show and 
they walked away with a first 
place, second place and a third 
place prize. Winning first pl- 
ace in its class ,was DAY- 
DREAM, a pink blend rose. 
FIRELIGHT, (an orange col- 
ored rose) won second place 
in its class, and a rose named 
FIRST PRIZE (another pink 
blend) placed third in its re- 
spective class. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cooper are 
members of the Alaflora Rose 
Society, with members in 
Southeast Alabama and North- 
west Florida andarealsomem 
bers of the American Rose So 
ciety, a nationwide organiza- 
tion, 

Mrs. Cooper, who can call 
all 150 rose bushes by their of- 
ficial name, tells anyone who 
will listen all about theirtrials 
ard rewards as they have learn- 
ed more and more about roses 
According to Mrs. Cooper, to 
grow roses of prize winning 
quality, they spend many hours 
at hard work each week. Spray- 
ing the roses must be done from 
one to three times a week and 
takes two hours eachtime. Pro- 
per fertilization takes at least 
125 pounds of fertilizer and all 
mulch must be removed, ferti- 
lizer worked into soil around 
bushes and then the mulch re- 
placed. 

The snow and the storm ear- 
lier this year pretty well beat 
up their rose garden, but ten- 
der loving care andmorehours 
of work salvaged most of their 
planis, according to Mr. Cooper 
who tells of digging up plants 
and resetting them upright after 
the wind did its damage. 

This couple is constantly 
adding to and replacing their 
rose bushes to assure a higher 
quality rose. Mrs. Cooper ex- 
plains that all roses are gra- 
ded on a point system with ten 
points being perfect. She uses 
this system to select her ros- 
es, and has some grading up 
near perfect. She tries not 
to buy a rose bush unless it 
grades above 8 on the rose 
society scale. Buying this type 
rose, it is necessary to pay at 
least $4.95 a bush, she says, 
and it is easy to get a b4ll- 
park figure on just how much 
they have invested in their 
hobby - (150 x $4.95 for star- 
ters). Of the three 1973 All- 
American award winning ros- 
es released last Yall, the Coop- 
ers have two varieties in their 
garden. ELECTRON, a bright, 
glowing pink, and MEDALLION, 
an apricot buff rose, grace th- 
eir finely groomed rose beds. 

Many rose growers who in- 
vest time and money as the 
Coopers do will not allow any 
roses to be cut from their gar- 
den, but the Robert Coopers 
are continuously taking roses 
to the Elba Nursing Home and 
to local churches. They feel 
this is their reward.

VETERANS DAY 1973 
FINDS AMERICA AT PEACE 


FOR FIRST TIME 


Veterans Day, 1973, which 
this year fell on Monday, Oct- 
ober 22, holds a special place 
in the hearts and minds of all 
Americans. This year, for the 
first time since May 4, 1961, 
American troops are not at 
war anywhere around the globe. 

Veterans Day is a solemn 
occasion during which we in 
Alabama and Americans throu- 
ghout the world, pay tribute 
to those brave men and women 
who performed their duties, not 
only in the tragic years of fi- 
ghting in Southeast Asia but 
in all of the wars in which 
American troops have beenen- 
gaged, While Americans are 
relieved and happy that our 
involvement in Vietnam is end- 
ed, we do not forget that more 
than 1,200 Americans are still 
listed as missing-in-action, 
and we will not rest until the 
Communists live up to their 
agreements to help us locate 
or properly account for our 


never-to-be-forgotten miss- 
ing-in-action 
In previous years, Novem- 


ber 11 had been set aside as 
the day to honor those who ser- 
ved in our armed forces in 
defense of freedom around the 
world because it was that date 
in 1918 when World Warlcame 
to an end. The Korean War 
followed hard on the heels of 
World War II and then came 
the war in Vietnam--the long- 
est and most costly war in all 
American history. Our prayer 
is that these may be the last 
wars we will be forced to fight. 
In order to give proper recog- 
nition to veterans ofall of these

conflicts, Congress decreed 
that, starting last year, Vet- 
erans Day be held on the fourth 
Monday of October each year. 


While arguments are heard for 
and against this change in date 
for the observance--and I my- 
self hated to see the November 
11 date changed-- there is no 
argument whatsoever on giving 
Veterans Day, or whatever cal- 
endar date it falls, the highest 
possible recognition. 

Millions of words have been 
written throughout our history 
on the meaning of patriotism 
and of being an American. But 
one of the most expressive sta- 
tements came from the late 
Adlai Stevenson who said, 
“When an American says that he 
loves his country, he means not 
only that he loves the New Eng- 
land hills, but prairies glisten- 
ing in the sun, the wide and ris- 
ing plains, the great mountains, 
and the sea. He means that he 
loves an inner air, an inner 
light in which freedom lives 
and in which a man can draw 
the breath of self respect.” 

More than 400,000 living 
Alabamians have fought in 
wars--from the Spanish-Am- 
erican War through Vietnam-- 
because oftheir love of country., 
Many beautiful and impressive 
stone and bronze statues have 
been erected as memorials to 
America’s veterans, but the 
true and lasting memorial is 
within the heart of every loyal 
American who lives in freedom 
and security because of our 
veterans and their sacrifices 
and devotion to duty.

I would also like 
to remind some of these new 
hawks that a principal element

I remember hearing a call 
from Congressional doves not 
long ago for the United States 
to slash U.S. tank production.

'76 Boost for Wallace 


Political observers saw a tremendous boost in the 1976 
presidential possibilities for Goy, George C, Wallace as a 
result of President Nixon’s rash action in the Watergate case 
last weekend, which was widely viewed as leaving the 
Republican Party in much the same shambles as the 
Democratic Party. 

Nixon’s dismissal of special Watergate prosecutor Archi- 
bald Cox, the resulting resignation of Atty.-Gen. Elliot L. | 
Richardson, and the firing of Deputy Atty.-Gen, William P. ~” 
Ruckelshaus stunned Alabama political observers as much 
as it did the rest of the nation. 

These events, coupled with the sordidness of the Agnew 
case, are seen as placing the GOP in virtual disrepute. And 
these developments come at a time when there is a growing 
warmth of climate for Wallace in the national councils of 
the Democratic Party, which may have to look far to finda 
popular ticket in 1976. : 


Another Shocker — Baxley 


Another shock wave came with the uncovering of a plot 
to assassinate youthful Alabama Atty.-Gen. Bill Baxley, 
who had mounted a powerful white charger in demanding 
strict enforcement of Alabama’s truck weight laws. Boy- 
cotts and other protests by many of the state’s bulk haulers 
had won little sympathy either in official or lay quarters. 

One suspect of conspiracy in the plot was held in 
Walker County Jail under $50,000 bond, and an army of 
state and federal officers was working on the case. 

~At the time the plot was uncovered, Baxley was in 
Dothan at the bedside of his father, Houston Circuit Judge 
Keener Baxley, 72, who was in serious condition following 
a heart attack earlier in the week, 

The plet recalled an incident two decades ago, when 
Atty.-Gen.-Elect Albert Patterson of Phenix City was slain 
by the vice gang, resulting in the famous vice cleanup, and 
catapulting his son, John Patterson, into the attorney- 
general’s office and later into the Governor’s Mansion. 

Meanwhile, Montgomery Circuit Judge Richard Emmet 
— who reportedly still nurtures gubernatorial aspirations 
despite the overwhelming popularity of Gov. George C. 
Wallace — ordered that Baxley must take the witness stand 
in the trial of six of the state’s major lobbyist organizations 
and five individuals on charges of violating Alabama’s 
Corrupt Practices Act. The charges, brought by Baxley, 
grew out of a clandestine campaign last fall to defeat a 
proposed constitutional amendment that would have re- 
quired annual sessions of the Alabama Legislature. The 
amendment failed to pass. 


Now Some Good News 


It was a banner week for the state’s collegiate football 
fans as seven teams defeated out-of-state opponents and 
Troy State won a 36-7 homecoming victory over Florence 
State. 

The 6-0 Alabama Crimson Tide, ranked second and 
gaining, scored like lightning — three times in'the fourth 


quarter — to defeat No. 10 and powerful Tennessee, 42-21. 

Greg Gantt, who hasn’t had too much game experience,, 
for this Tide team which hasn’t required much punting, 
booted the ball three times for a 47.3 average, and may yet 
win the national punting championship if he gets a chance 
to boot the ball enough times to qualify for the NCAA 
record book. 

And the legions who hope for a championship contest 
in Legion Field the last game every year were encouraged 
by Auburn’s decisive 24-10 victory over Georgia Tech. 

It was Coach Ralph Jordan’s 160th victory as a head 
coach, his fifth straight over the Atlantans who now want 
back into the Southeastern Conference, and knotted the 
76-year Tech-Auburn record at 36-36-4. 

Jordan observed that the game was the first sellout of 
the season at Grant Field, and that the Tech-Auburn 
contest was a sellout before all the Tech-Georgia tickets 
were gone, 

Jordan may be eying the Tech record established by 
Alabama Coach Paul Bryant, who in a 10-year period lost 
to Tech only one game by only one point — including his 
rebuilding years at the Capstone. - 

Other Saturday victors from these parts were Samford, 
35-22 over Harding; Livingston, 27-3 over Mississippi 
College; Tuskegee, 20-13 over Bethune-Cookman; Alabama 
A&M, 42-13 over Morris Brown, and Miles, 12-6 over 
Knoxville. gece

Consider storm windows for 


your home. This type of window 
is attached outside the perman- 
ent window to both conserve he- 
at and help keep the house war- 
mer during the coldest weather. 
Also, the specialist suggests 
caulking around window frames 
and weather - stripping around 
door frames, 

Have your furnace checked by 
a heating expert. Make sure the 
filter is clean and the blower is 
well lubricated, Don’t wait until 
your heater breaks downto have 
an expert look it over. 

Set the thermostat on your 
heating system atthe lowest le- 
vel of comfort--around 70 de- 
grees, and leave itatthis temp- 
erature. Donald says nottolo- 
wer the thermostat unless you 
are going to be away for more 
than a day.

Memories 


Around 
The Well

The tired old well ina Clipper 
article some weeks ago re- 
minded me of the one we used 
to have at the old homeplace. 
Only recently has it been filled 
in and covered over, gone for- 
ever from all but the memories 
of the ones whose lives were 
sustained and refreshed by it 
throughout the years. 

Through most of my child- 
hood the well stood there. I 
remember the huge mound of 
dirt piled beside the big hole 
when it was first dug. The man 
who did this dangerous work 
was ashort Negro man, who was 
called quite appropriately ‘ ‘Sh- 
orty.” Shorty would peasy 
lower himself into the well, and 
fill the container with dirt, and 
send it up to his helper. Only 
one or two other people that I 
knew of, in our area would 
do well work. 

Also, Shorty was called upon 
when the well got debris or 
some foreign substance down 
in it; or to put in new curb- 
ing when the old rotted or got 
broken somehow. I was al- 
ways glad when he got through 
with his job - I had an uneasy 
feeling as long as he was down 
there. 

But the water was delicious- 
and our well was known in 
neighboring communities as 
well as ours for its cold good- 
ness. On several occasions, 
neighbors had to get their wat- 
er supply from it also, coming 
in the early morning or late 
afternoon to, get enough for 
household chores and baths for 
the day or night. And this al- 
ways provided opportunity for 
the adults to ¢atch up on fam- 
ily news, and for the children 
to run and play together. If 
someone came for a bucket 
of water and no conversation, 
then we knew she (or he) was 
really in a hurry. 

But several incidents about 
that well and others stand out 
in my mind - (besides the hun- 
dreds of buckets of water I 
drew from it!). 

Once when I was quite small, 
I decided to get a closer look 
over the top; and my toes had 
already left the ground when 
my mother caught me. What 
happened then was a combi- 
nation of fear and anger, and 
I know it must have hurt! 

Then my husband and his 
counsin wanted to have some 
real excitement, so they gath- 
ered a dozen eggs or so; and 
threw them one by one down 
into the water.. Guess they 
enjoyed hearing the “plop” as 
they hit the bottom, but don’t 
think they relished the sound 
or feel of the whacks on their 
bottoms! 

My grandfather was help- 
ing someone clean out his well 
once and was lowering the man 
into the hole when a neighbor's 
dog rushed into the yard and 
promptly bit him on the leg 
He was in no position to de- 
fend himself, of course, and 
the shock of the bite caused 
him to let go of the rope and 
send the man tumbling the 
remaining feet into the well 
at some speed. A few days 
later, my grandfather, a man 
of quick temper, walked calm- 
ly into that neighbor's yardand 
shot his dog - then walked out 
without a word. The neighbor 
never mentioned the incident, 
nor did my grandfather.

Brunson of New Brockton, The 
couple have two daughters, 
Vangie, 9; and Geri, 4. Vangie 


has begun school at New Br- 
ockton Elementary, Both lit- 
tle girls “like it here and in 
Rhodesia also.” 

The Southeast African coun- 
try of Rhodesia has been the 
home of this family since 1969. 
Rev. Jones did pastoral work 
in the Assembly for four years 
prior to this time. In Rho- 
desia they lived in a European 
style house, six miles out of 
the town of Bulawayo, on the 
“outer finger of the suburbs, 
where city and country meet.” 

“We like it out in the count- 
ry,” says Mrs. Jones; “but 
unbeknown to us in the begin- 
ning, we moved right across 
the road from a beer garden 
And beer drinking is a big 
pastime with the people there 


They carry jugs of it along 
with them. It is made from 
‘mealies,’ the equivalent of the 


U. S. corn.” 

In Bulawayo there are 300, 
000 African nationals, 50,000 
whites and 10,000 Asians and 
Colored. It is to a mixture 
of peoples such as this that 
the Joneses minister in Rho- 
desia.And their place of wor- 
ship and study has been the 
classrooms of the Government 
School in Bulawayo; and a ch- 
urch “borrowed” from the Lon- 
don Missionary Society. 

But, after much effort, they 
obtained a site for a church, 
and funds raised during this 
year at home will also go to- 
ward building this church. 

“Our aim is to preach Christ 
to the lost and plant and es- 
tablish churches,” says Rev. 
Jones. “We want the people 
to study, and learn the basic 
teachings of the Bible; estab- 
lish themselves a background 
for ministry to their own peo- 
ple.” 

“Missionaries of today work 
hand-in-hand with the Afri- 
cans,” continues Rev. Jones. 
“The people want to look up 
to their own leaders in the 
church.”

“And they 
never get in a hurry,” quips 
Mrs, Jones. “But they will 
really turn out for a special 
service,” She worked with 
the ladies, meeting with them 
once a week in the afternoon 

“The land in Africa is vast,” 
says Rey. Jones, and Rhodesia 
itself would equal the size of 
about three of our southern 
States, And in this land live 
6 million Africans and 250, 
000 Europeans The face of 
Africa is changing every day.” 
He says there is a variety of 
climates and living standards 
throughout the country - from 
teeming cities like Salisbury 
to the hot, dry desert country 
of Botswana 

The name Bulawayo means 
“place of killing.” It is a his- 
torical name, andthereis more 
than one place with this ref- 
erence; however, not all of 
them had killings to take place 
there. The Bulawayo where 
the Joneses lived does have 
a history to bear out its name. 

When the first Africans set- 
tled that particular area in the 
early 1850's, they had broken 
away from the Zulu Tribe, and 
on the trek from South Africa, 
this tribe split One chief, 
Mzilikazi, went with one group, 
and the other group had sub- 
chiefs for its leaders. This 
group reached the area first, 
and when Chief Mzilikazididn’t 
show up, they concluded he was 
dead and appointed a new chief 
But the Chief was not dead, 
and when he did show up, he 
immediately put the would-be 
replacement and the other sub- 
chiefs to death. Thus, thename 
“Bulawayo.” 

The Joneses have noproblem 
with the language, since the of- 
ficial business language is Eng- 
lish. There are about 15 dif- 
ferent Uialects in Rhodesia al- 
one, however, and one of these 
a language of 
“clicks” with the tongue be- 
tween syllables. 

Rey. Jones says he can car- 
ry on a short conversation in 
Sindebely, and “if youcanlearn 
one African language and know 
English, you can communicate 
just about wherever you go in 
Rhodesia.” 

The influence of the British 
settlement of Southern Africa 
is also seen by the large num- 
ber of tea driners among the 
Nationals. “They drink tea - 
hot tea - all the time,” says 
Mrs. Jones; “and eat ‘Sadza’, 
another name for our corn 
bread.” 


This is the way they pre- 
pare the Sadza: The meal is 
put into a big pot and stirred 
and boiled till it makes a lar- 
ge hard lump. Then the de- 
sired amount is broken off and 
eaten with gravy made of meat 
and vegetables. 

“They are very healthy peo- 
ple,” says Mrs. Jones, “be- 
cause of this meat and vege- 
table diet. And they drink 
lots of milk, too.” Rev. Jones 
tossed in:this unusual statis- 
tic: “Of all the Africans in 
Rhodesia, only one case of 
heart trouble has ever been 
discovered!” 

Corn of course, is the main 
crop in this part of Africa; 
and they raise “chimolia,” a 
vegetable like unto our col- 
lards. “Rather than a beauti- 
ful lawn of grass,”says Mrs. 
Jones, “they ‘have their front 
and back yards full of chi- 
molia.” 


They also raise goats and 
sheep for their own use; they 
own cattle too, but these are 
not bought and sold as they 
are in this country. “They 
tend to hold onto their cat- 
tle,"says Rev. Jones. “This 
is a sign of wealth, and they 
just like to accumulate them 

The country there is also 
rich in copper, chrome, gold, 
zinc and asbestos. The Jones- 
es have wall decorations and 
other items made of copper 
which they are putting up in 
their home in New Brockton. 

They and other missionar- 
ies buy and sell their belong- 
ings as they move back and 
forth from overseas stations 
to their homes in the states. 
A frequently bartered item is 
an automobile. . They sold one 
before they left Rhodesia and 
will probably buy another when 
they return. 

But, even at the price of gas 
in the U. S. now, it is higher 
there - $1.20 per gallon. It 
is “petrol” there, and their 
gallon is the “Imperial” gal- 
lon - 5 quarts. 


So, come this timenext year, 
Rev. Jones, Iris, Vangie and 
Geri will be folding up their 
household here and preparing 
for this trip back to Rhodesia 
And, for the next four years 
that will be their home, as they 
serve God where they feel He 
has called them

And they need 
proper care to keep their beau- 
ty. To help you keep swea- 
ters looking like new, I'd like 
to share some tips with you on 
proper care. 

Air the sweater overnight 
after each wearing, and occa- 
sionally air it inside-out. 

Keep sweaters flat during 
storage. Coat hangers permit 
stretching and cause ugly rid- 
ges. 

If storing for any length of 
time, be sure sweaters are 
spotlessly clean. Insects are 
attracted to soiled areas even 
if the sweater has been moth- 
proofed or is made of a syn- 
thetic fiber. Soil also causes 
discoloration. 

Finally, read care labels 
sewn into sweaters and follow 
the guides for the proper clean- 
ing method.
